destroyer Tiger, lost th eir lives in a 
collision off the Isle of W ight T h u rs­ 
day night betw een th a t vessel and the 
British cruiser Berwick. 
The vessels belong to the P o rts­ 
m outh division of the British home 
fleet and w ere engaged in night m an ­ 
euvers in the channel while on their 
way to Portland. 
T he n ight was very 
dark and the Berwick was steam ing 
slowly. W hen the destro y er attem pted 
to cross t h e 'big cru is er’s bow she was 
caught am idship and cut in half with 
knife-like 
precision, 
sinking 
alm ost 
Immediately. 
The 
deck 
crew, 
who 
were dressed in heavy oilskins and 
boots, w ent down with the vessel, not 
having tim e to free them selves from 
th eir heavy 
encum brances. 
Of the 
twenty-two men 
who 
w ere 
rescued 
m ost of them 
w ere engineers 
and 
stokers, who, having on light clothing, 
w ere able to keep them selves afloat 
until boats from the other ship, which 
w ere 
im m ediately 
launched, 
picked 
them up. 
T he 
collision 
occurred 
<at 
8:10 
o ’clock. 
The vessels were m aneuver­ 
ing w ithout lights. 
It is believed sev­ 
eral men w ere killed by the impact. 
Tugs w ere dispatched to the scene 
of the disaster at daylight and divers 
m ade a tte m p t to recover th e bodies of 
the men who drowned.

M ajor J R. Kean of the medical corps 
has given G overnor Magoon twenty-six 
reports from arm y surgeons in dif 
feren t p arts of the island.

and no need of a quarantine. 
Governor Magoon sent the reports 
to W ashington in support of his pro­ 
test against the action of the United 
S tates m arine hospital service.
